1 . Claims 5-6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
is Tanino et al (6,203,772). Tanino et al teaches an a-SiC Substrate and growing a polycrystalline 
b-SiC and Tanino et al teaches the grinding to remove surface roughness (col 3, In 25-67 and 
Figs 1-2). Tanino et al teaches grinding to merely remove a surface roughness of the 
polycrystalline SiC. Tanino et al does not teach, suggest or provide any rationale for grinding the 
polycrystal SiC so the polycrystal SiC plate portion is planarly formed around an outer 
circumference of the single crystal wafer and the top and bottom surface of the single crystal 
wafer is free of the polycrystal SiC.
